In a broader sense, there is a larger 
implication ill the subject of ‘A New 
Approach to the Problems of R • Del­ 
aware River Basin.” 
It may lie well 
that if we have 
found 
the 
effective 
route by which these four Central- 
Atluntic states, New York. New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, and Delaware, can co­ 
operate iii th** conservation, the de­ 
velopment and the enjoyment of the 
natural 
resources 
which 
lie 
within 
this watershed, we may, at the same 
time, have found the way by which 
the Southern states 
can 
co-operate 
concerning tobacco, others concerning 
cotton; by which those states in the 
Southwest can co-operate concerning 
the conservation of oil; by which tex­ 
tile states can operate concerning la­ 
bor problems, etc. 
I want to emphasize that this prob­ 
lem which the states ar* facing today, 
which amounts, in fact. to a choice t>e- 
tween co-operation or obliteration, is 
serious and is thereby deserving of 
your thought.

made by Henry AV. Toll the Executive 
Director of the Council of State Gov­ 
ernments, strengthens this belief.

interstate agency, the Council of State 
Governments, and supplh-d with tech­ 
nical guidance through the Federal 
Government’s

Committee. 


This combination of officials and ad­ 
ministrators from tw o of our 
three 
major levels of government, is signifi­ 
c a n t and is perhaps the major differ- 
;enc* iii the approach which this Com- 
, mission is making in its attempt to 
solve the various problems of water 
use and control which we have in this 
; Drainage Basin. 


Iii th** past, countless surveys and 
studies have been made of these same 
cren- difficulties, but they were instituted 
and prepared largely by engineers and 
other technicians who were, to be sure, 
qualified to investigate and report on 
Du* physical aspects of this watershed, 
but who were not in a position to effect 
the program which evolved. Practically 
without ex* option, 
the results, con­ 
clusions 
and 
recommendations 
of 
j these studies pointed to Die interstate 
character of the problems aud the need 
for the development of legislative pro­ 
g r a m s in each of the four states con 
: cerned. 
These 
legislative 
programs, 
’designed to solve the problems of the 
[ use and control of the waters of the 
Delaware River, have failed in this 
four-state region in the past, largely 
because they 
were drawn by those 
who had no authority to bring about 
their enactment. The legislators serv­ 
ing on the Interstate Commission will 
he familiar with the legislative pro­ 
grams; they will share in its construc­ 
tion: 
they will 
he in a position to 
sponsor commission measures on th** 
door of their .State Legislatures. 


The Commission is pointing, as its 
first objective, to the abatement and 
pr* volition of water pollution. Closely 
connected with the problem of pollu­ 
tion is the problem of water supply.

The problems of recreation, naviga­ 
tion, power development, fish and game 
preservation, agriculture and forestry j 
cons* . ration, flood protection, indus- I 
trial water use and real estate 


concerned with more than 120 m il­ 
lions of human beings. In other words, 
for every three citizens with whom 
the writers of the Constitution were 
then concerned, we are concerned with 
a hundred citizens. They were deal­ 
ing with an area of much less than a 
million square miles, but we are deal­ 
ing with an area of much more than

problems related to a country in which 
there had never been a street car, a 
railroad track, nor un automobile; in 
which there was neither a steamship, 
nor an airplane; in which there was 
neither a typewriter, nor an electric 
light; in which there was neither a 
telephone instrum ent nor a telegraph 
office; which had never heard of a 
microphone, nor of a corporation. They 
were dealing with a small, primitive, 
isolated civilization; 
we are dealing 
with 
a 
vast, 
complex 
civilization, 
tangled within itself and tangled with 
tin civilizations of other nations of the 
world.” 
Your Pennsylvania Commission on 
Interstate Co-operation and that agen­ 
cy whit h has been formed 
by that 
Commission and similar agencies 
in 
New 
York and New Jersey,— the In­ 
terstate Commission on the Delaware 
River Basin,—m erits your interest and 
support. 
We urge your participation 
in the development of our program, 
and we shall particularly be In need 
of your (o-operation when we are in 
a position 
to 
state 
definitely

m eans by which w e hope to attain 
our objectives. 
We should all share 
the responsibility of proving the utility 
and the effectiveness of our govern­ 
mental structure which is now labor­ 
ing under considerable difficulty.
